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Juan 
returns 
to Bogota

When Juan Carlos Roa went 
home to Bogota last week, he 
took with him memories of ex- 
periences most students in this 
country only dream about. 

Juan Carlos, a foreign ex- 
change student from Colombia, 
stayed with three different 
Romulus families during his 
year-long visit. 

A high school graduate before 
he came, he took advantage of 
Romulus High School s "Level 
13" advanced classes to improve 
his English skills. 

With the last of the three host 
families, Donald and Connee 
Morris of Walnut Drive in Romu- 
lus, and their children, Eric, 16, 
and Kristi, 14, Juan Carlos spent 
the Christmas holidays in Flor- 
ida. While there, he had a chance 
to visit Disney’s new EPCOT 
Center, and for the second time, 
Disneyworld. 

Earlier this year, Juan Carlos, 
along with 230 other exchange 
students, had an opportunity to 
visit 23 of the 50 states (including 
Florida) on a tour sponsored by 
Rotary International. 

"It’s been great having Juan 
Carlos here,” Connee Morris 
said. "We took him hot-air bal- 
looning, and he went up in a pri- 
vate plane, plus he kept up with 
his three loves ; golf, tennis and 
water-skiing. 

“We all learned a lot from one 
another,” she added. "It was as 
exciting for us to learn about 
Juan’s culture as it was for him 
to learn about ours.” 

When asked in an interview the 
day before he left what he 
thought about Michigan — and 
Romulus in particular — Juan 
Carlos replied. “I love it here. I 
would like to come back some-

day. This has been a wonderful 
chance to learn about people in a 
different country.” 

Were there any surprises? 
Was it what he expected? 

It was pretty much as he ex- 
pected, he said, because he had 
been supplied with books about 
Michigan and about Romulus. 

“But what surprised me 
most," he said, "was the state of 
the economy. In South America, 
we are taught to believe that 
America is a rich land. Then, 
when I came here, I was sur- 
prised to see on TV and in the 
newspapers how bad things were 


— especially in Michigan.” 

Once back in Bogota, Juan 
Carlos will pursue a criminal law 
degree at the University of Col- 
ombia at Bogota. \ 

"One of the nicer things about 
schools here,” he said, “is that I 
was able to pick the classes I 
wanted. In Colombia, school is 
very structured. They tell me 
what classes I must take.” 

English is a required subject in 
Colombia, but Juan Carlos disco- 
vered. on arriving here, that he 
understood it much better than 
he could speak it. 

"It was difficult at first, but I 


learned to speak it pretty well 
just by being in contact with 
other people," he said, adding 
that he has spoken Spanish to 
only one other person during the 
year he was here. 

While Juan Carlos Roa was 
looking forward to going home, 
he hopes never to lose touch with 
the many friends he made here in 
Romulus... and his friends here 
feel the same way. 

The exchange was. after all. a 
two-way street: An exchange of 
cultural understanding, of ideas 
— but, even more, an exchange 
of long-lasting affection. 


In Belleville 

New city 
manager 
sworn in 

He’s youg. He’s personable. He’s 
energetic. 

He’s Frank Pascarella, who was 
sworn in last Friday as Belleville’s 
new city manager. Administering 
the oath of office was city clerk. 
Agnes Frisch. 

Only a handful of officials, includ- 
ing Mayor Justin Emerson, city 
councilman Howard Steinhour. 
along with Pascarella s wife, 
Joyce, and infant son, Matthew, 
were on hand for the brief cere- 
mony. 

Afterward, the 29-year-old Pas- 
carella met with the press and 
answered a few non-controversial 
questions. 

Will there be changes in city 
administration? 

“Oh, that’s a bit too early to say,” 
Pascarella replied. “Right now I’m 
shopping around for a house. You 
don’t know where I can get one, do 
you?” 

Pascarella, raised in the down- 
river community of Southgate and a 
graduate of Schafer High, will re- 
port for work on Feb. 10. He has 
served as the Village of Odessa’s 
city manager for the past four 
years. He earned a niche in South- 
gate history when, at the age of 19, 
he was elected to that city ’s council 
He was re-elected twice more be- 
fore he decided “to seek other chal- 
lenges.” 

Pascarella views his position as 
Belleville’s city manager as “a 
challenge.” 

“The economy has hurt everyone 
and the small city is no exception. 
None has been immune and I be- 
lieve we’re going to have to account 
for each tax dollar.” 

Pascarella has a degree in public 
administration from Eastern 
Michigan University. 


Council asks for 
‘ emergency plan 9 


The crash of a United Airlines 
DC-8 cargo plane last Tuesday in 
Romulus triggered a debate in the 
council chambers as council mem- 
bers asked the administration what 
contingency plans it has considered 
to meet any future disaster. 

The plane crashed shortly after 
takeoff from Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, killing its three crew mem- 
bers. The airport is in Romulus’ city 
limits and the crash was the first 
major one in recent years. 

“There is nothing anyone can do 
when a plane which has lost its en- 
gine power comes down to earth,” 
said Mayor William Oakley. “You 
just have to pray that everything in 
its way isn’t hit. 

“However, there is something we 
can do when the plane is down. A 
whole series of events can take 
place quickly and effectively to see 
that the welfare of those who sur- 
vive such incidents are taken care 
of immediately.” 


Mayor Oakley said that he will 
instruct and direct newly-appointed 
Fire Inspector Charles Bradley to 
devise and present an emergency 
plan. The plan will be hammered 
out in conjunction with the 
Office of Emergency Services and 
one of Inspector Bradley’s major 
tasks will be “to formulate a plan.” 

Councilman Alan Lambert criti- 
cized the administration for “not 
having a plan in force right now.” 

“ our citizens have to live with 
this (planes flying overhead) every 
day,” Lambert said, “and I believe 
that we have talked about this in the 
past. There has to be something 
concrete to work with, and I’m re- 
questing that the administration 
come up with something.” 

“I feel that we did a commend- 
able job and, I agree, we should — 
and will have — something on paper 
so that a plan of action can be fol- 
lowed. But. tell me. how can anyone 
stop a plane from crashing?”

State: ‘No 
cheating 

in MEAP 
Test’ 


Although officials from the State 
Department of Education said they 
found “no evidence of an attempted 
cover-up”, they did agree on invali- 
dating the test scores of all of the 
10th graders at Romulus Senior 
High who took part in last fall’s 
Michigan Education Assessment 
Program (MEAP) testing. 

The state met with Dr. William 
Bedell, the Superintendent of the 
Romulus Community School Dis- 
trict, and school officials last Fri- 
day to discuss the exams 

Some 20 members of the Romulus 
instructional staff met with Depart- 
ment of Education officials to clear 
the air on the district’s handling of 
the 1982, 10th grade MEAP tests 


Edward Roeber and Martha Cas- 
well of the Department of Educa- 
tion discussed the test procedures 
with Dr. Bedell, Principal A1 Shef- 
field. Department heads and 
teachers 

Roeber and Caswell detailed the 
proper procedures for the test, soli- 
cited questions from the staff, and 
then asked questions concerning 
the Romulus test approached in 
1982. 

Some of the staff pointed out that 
at the high school level . the test was 
administered after students had 
been shown copies of the previous 
test and within the five day waiting 
period imediately preceding the 


test. 

Roeber pointed out that both of 
these procedures are not accept- 
able 

The staff members indicated they 
felt they were following the direc- 
tions of Principal Sheffield and a 
number of them had protested to 
him about the appropriateness of 
these procedures 

At the meeting. Dr Bedell indi- 
cated "It's pretty clear that the 4th 
and 7th grade tests were adminis- 
tered cleanly and without any prob- 
lem The 10th grade test had enough 
problems connected with it that I 
am going to recommend to the 
Board of Education that we invali- 
date this year s high school MEAP 


Scores ” 

Roeber said that “there was no 
evidence of attempted cover-up 
here and I think the school officials 
are doing the right thing by invali- 
dating the test “ 

Bedell concluded “I think the 
whole situation has been unfortun- 
ate. especially for the students and 
teachers at the High School Mr. 
Sheffield was merely attempting to 
make sure the kids would be able to 
deal with the test adequately As a 
first-year high school principal he 
became over-zealous in giving staff 
directions in this area I think we’ve 
all learned a lesson and we ll go on 
from here.” 
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Accused of Lake Villa’s $1.2 million blaze 


Arson suspect bound over for trial 


Joel Thomas Wallace, a former 
resident of the Lake Villa Apart- 
ments. has been bound over for trial 
in Circuit Court on charges of arson 
Wallace. 32. is accused of setting 
the fire that caused $12 million in 
damages at the apartments last 
October. 

Wallace will be arraigned on the 
information provided during a pre- 
liminary examination held last 
week in *34th District Court before 
Judge James Stone 

Judge Stone determined that 
there was enough evidence to bind 
the defendant over for examination 
on the arson charges in the higher 
court. Wallace will appear in Cir- 
cuit Court on Feb. 11. He was re- 
leased on a $5,000 bond. 

Wallace’s arrest culminated a 
two-month investigation by Van 
Buren Township and State Arson 
Task Force into the October 9 fire 
that routed some 24 families from 
the apartments. No one was in- 
jured. 

Wallace resided in Apartment 304 
prior to the fire. He is an employee 
of General Motors Hydramatic 
Plant in Ypsilanti 

In an unrelated incident. Van 
Buren police said that Walter 
Green, accused of sexual assault of 
a 12-year-old Belleville boy. was 
also bound over for trial in Circuit 
Court after a preliminary hearing 
in District Court. 

Green is charged with criminal 
sexual conduct, first degree and a 


co-defendant, David Earl Pace. 30. 
also of Belleville, is awaiting trial in 
the same case. 

Green was remanded to Wayne 
County Jail after he failed to come 
up with $50,000 for his bond 

Dearborn police handed over to 
Van Buren authorities four men 
who are accused of a break-in of a 
gas station in the township. 

In police custody and charged 


with the break-in of Woody’s Gas 
Station are Mohamed Sabbagh. 21. 
of 2114 Saline. Apt 28. in Dearborn, 
Haidar Abbulacif, 22. Mousa Faraj, 
19 __ both of Dearborn — and Bas- 
sam Ali. 22. of Detroit. 

Dearborn police last week 
arrested the four suspects while on 
a surveillance at a high crime area 
in Dearborn, according to Van 
Buren Det Kenneth Laskaska and 
Det Mark Perkins. 


‘ They observed the defendants 
fleeing the scene of an alleged B&E 
(break-in) and followed them,” 
Det. Laskaska said “The suspects 
had in their possession stolen prop- 
erty which was traced back to the 
break-in here.” 

Taken from the gas station in the 
township were 360 packs of 
cigarettes, a case of oil and miscel- 
laneous items. The video and pin- 


ball games were also forced open 
The four suspects were arraigned 
before Judge Henry Zabarowski in 
34th District Court (Romulus). 
They stood mute upon their 


arraignment Bond was placed at 
$50,000 and the suspects were re- 
manded to the county jail to await a 
pre-trial hearing scheduled for Jan. 
26

‘Monumental jigsaw puzzle’ 

FAA says plane crash 
tapes revealed nothing 


Federal Aviation Agency investigators 
said yesterday that they have not found 
any reasonable cause for last Tuesday's 
DC-8 cargo plane crash that claimed the 
lives of its three crew members. 

Listening to tape recordings of the 
crash, investigator Tom McCartney said 
that “everything appeared to be normal ' 
just before the fatal crash around 2:50 
a m. south of the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport’s terminals 
Pieces of the wreckage have been 
assembled in a hangar at Metro in hopes 
of finding the cause. The last thing the 
pilot said was an acknowledgement of his 


clearance for takeoff, FAA officials said 

Several witnesses have told FAA au- 
thorities that one of the engines appeared 
to have exploded shortly after the 
takeoff. 

• The airplane is very badly broken up 
and it’s going to be a monumental jigsaw 
puzzle for our structure teams," McCart- 
ney said. “It may take months before we 
have the answers.” 

The crew, all based in Los Angeles, 
were identified as Capt. William S. Todd. 
55, a United Airlines pilot since 1955; 1st 
Officer James G. Day, 51 . and 2nd Officer 
Robert E. Lee. Jr., 50.

The Wayne County Commission will meet 
Thursday to consider a number of ordinances 
j and resolutions w'hich would provid staff and 
| establish other boards and officer under juris- 
j diction of the new legislative branch of county 
government. 

Two of three personnel items to be considered , 
if adopted together, w'ould dismiss the con- 
tinuing staff of the old Board of Commissioners 
but maintain all civil service rights acquired 
before Jan . 1 when the new' charter form of gov- 
ernment took effect. 

New r employees of the Commission will not 
have civil service status and rights. They will be 
directly appointed by the Commissioners and 
serve at their pleasure, subject to dismissal 
without cause. Even old employees of the Com- 
mission in non-classified jobs will be subject to 
dismissal without cause, but they retain their 
civil service rights and can reenter the civil ser- 
vice system in classified positions. 

The third personnel resolution would fund the 
proposed staff of the Commission, which would 
include a core staff serving all commissioners 
as well as other personal staff for each indi- 
vidual commissioner Last week in discussions 
of the Committee of the Whole, the commission- 
ers tentatively approved up to $25,000 for per- 
sonal staff and a limit of $1.5 million for the 
entire staff (both personal and core). 

Among the other ordinances to be considered, 
one would establish the office of Auditor Gener- 
al. as specifically recommended in the County 
Charter Although the Auditor General would be 


an employee of the Commission , he or she would 
be empowered to investigate and audit all coun- 
ty expenditures, whether legislative or execu- 
tive. 

The remaining three ordinances woudl create 
a Board of County Canvassers. Metropolitan 
Airport Zoning Board of Appeals and a County 
Election (Scheduling) Board The Commission 
is authorized by the charter to appoint and re- 
move members of these boards.

Also at a meeting of the Commission last w r eek 
which immediately followed the meeting of the 
Committee of the Whole, the commissioners 
appointed County Corporate Counsel George 
Cross the chief of their proposed new Legislative 
Research unit at $55,000 annually 
At the same session, however they tabled a 
motion to also appoint former Commissioner 
James J Rashid as Cross’ assistant at $40,000 a

“I have received but two com- 
plaints from the residents that were 


affected, however, I had been work- 
ing with the Department of Trans- 
portation to schedule the sound bar- 
rier project,” Mahalak added. 

There will be a public hearing 
scheduled for the residents to tes- 
tify and express their feelings in re- 
gards to the sound barrier. 

There are a number of projects 
scheduled. Mahalak has insisted 
that the Romulus sound barrier be 
scheduled for construction early. 

“The Department of Transporta- 
tion sound survey shows that the 
traffic noise level on this part of 
Romulus along the freeway not only 
exceeds current federal noise stan- 
dards, but that it is one of the worst 
locations in Michigan which does 
not have a sound barrier. 


“The determination of the kind of 
materials that will be used to build 
the barrier will be made largely by 


the Romulus residents who are 
affected by the noise from the free- 
way,” Mahalak added.

An 
ethnic minority church in Kansas 
City stated the essence of this ser- 
mon succinctly in the following slo- 
gan which it is reported to have 
adopted : 

••Wake up, sing up, preach up, 
pray up. stay up. pay up, but 


never give up . or let up or back 
up or shut up, until the cause 
of Christ in this Church and in 
the world is built up." 

A church which lives up to that 
slogan has to be a winner. And to 
live up to that slogan, one must be 
completely sold on the church and 
what it stands for and commit him- 
self to it. 

Let me describe for you how I per- 
ceive the Spirit of the church that 
will succeed. Perhaps I should first 
define what I mean by ‘‘succeed". 
Success of the church should not be 
defined in the terms of the beauty of 
its buildings, how full are its coffers 
or how large is its attendance, 
although prosperity in these areas

Read Ezekiel 37:1-14 
For a year, my wife 
and I have lived and 
worked on the Mex- 
ican border with many 
displaced persons, in- 
dividuals and families 
who have come from 
other parts of Mexico 
or Central America. 
Like Ezekiel, we have 
found ourselves over- 
come by their aliena- 
tion. 

Ezekiel was a 
prophet to the 
Israelites in exile, dis- 
placed persons up- 
rooted from their 
homeland. As he lived 
among them, he was 
astonished by their 
alienation and 


hopelessness. His 
message became a 
message of hope for 
their future. In a vi- 
sion he saw the dry 
bones in the valley, 
representing the dis- 
persed children of 
Israel, coming 
together and taking on 
new life. 

There are millions 
of displaced persons 
around the world to- 
day — victims of war, 
political conflict, or 
economic oppression. 
Many of them have 
left a rural lifestyle to 
find their way to the 
city, where they find 
their cultural and spir- 
itual roots cut.

God calls those who 
are uprooted to come 
together to find new 
life and unity in 
Christ’s name.

often accompany success. It should 
be thought of in qualitative terms of 
its effectiveness in winning persons 
to Christ , the evidences of vitality 
in its corporate life; the influence 
for good it wields in the community ; 
the effort it makes to "comfort the 
afflicted and afflict the comfort- 
able”; its effectiveness in teaching 
and training its people, youth and 
adult, in the art of Christian living; 
and its loyalty to what it stands for 
and believes in. 

What are some of the hallmarks 
of the church which will succeed? 
First, it will be a church which has 
deep conviction — conviction of the 
rightness of the verities of the 
Christian faith. It was deep convic- 
tion which brought the church into 
beingto begin with. Ithasbeen deep 
conviction by which it has existed, 
and it will be conviction by which it 
will prevail . Conviction such as that 
displayed by the church in Ger- 
many prior to World War II — the 
church of Martin Niemoeller who 
died in a German prison because of 
his loyalty to his faith. 

One writer states that there is a 
timeless truth in Albert Einstein’s 
comment on the stalwart church in 
Nazi Germany: “Being a lover of 
freedom, when the revolution came 
in Germany, I looked to the univer- 
sities to defend it (freedom) , know- 
ing that they had always boasted of 
their devotion to the cause of truth. 
But no, the universities immediate- 
ly were silenced. Then I looked to 
the great editors in days gone by 
who proclaimed their love of 
freedom; but they, like the univer- 
sities, were silenced within a few 
short weeks. Only the church stood 
squarely across the path of Hitler’s 
campaign for the suppression of 
truth. I never had any special in- 
terest in the church before, but now 
I feel a great affection and admira- 
tion because the church alone had 
the courage and persistence to 
stand for intellectual truth and mor- 
al freedom. I am forced thus to con- 
fess that what I once despised , I now 
praise unreservedly.” 

A second hallmark is that of confi- 
dence. I refer to that deep, calm, 
serene, undisturbable confidence 
which knows that, though God may 
be delayed, that He may be dis- 
appointed in us and hurt, that ulti- 
mately He can never be defeated. 
The church knows this because of 
its faith that in the final analysis 
God will win in the struggle between 
good and evil . It takes courage from 
the assurance that eventually, “Ev- 
ery knee will bow and every tongue 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord to 
the glory of God the Father.” Also, 
because, in ways beyond our human 
ability to understand, we are

assured that ‘‘All things work 
together for good to them that love 
God and to those who are the called 
according to his purpose.” 

I think that another hallmark of a 
successful church is that the people 
in it enjoy being together, have 
genuine love for each other, and ex- 
press interest in growing as sons 
and daughters of God and brothers 
and sisters in Christ. This is a 
church that experiences and ex- 
presses true fellowship in which 
there are joyful greetings, express- 
ions of affection, concern for one 
another's well-being, and mutual 
sharing. People will talk about 
“their" church with glowing pride. 
It will be contagious. It will grow 
because people bring people. 

Yet another hallmark will be that 
the successful church will be com- 
posed of people who will give atten- 
tion to the careful instruction and 
processes of learning of the Biblical 
and historic Christian faith as a con- 
tinuing ministry. It will not be tre- 
ated as a convenience or an option, 
but as a necessity, a mandate. 

Likewise, there will be a basic in- 
tegrity in that church. What hap- 
pens on Sunday in worship wil have 
relevance to what happens every 
other day of the week. What they 
say in church on Sunday, is what 
they live by all week long. 

Certainly a major hallmark must 
be Concern. Where the spirit of 
Christ dwells there must be a 
genuine concern for alleviating the 
hurt and pain in the world . That con- 
cern will express itself in evangel- 
ism which seeks to share the Good 
News with all people; in mission 
which sees thp alnhnl scone of the

Be prepared to spend a bundle if you' re referring to bundle as a 
noun (as in “baby”) rather than as a verb (as in to bundle or 
cozy-up ’.) According to a survey by health insurance experts, the 
cost of a normal birth, including medical and layette expenses, is now 
a cool three thou (as in $3,000 > 

The cost of a cesarean delivery — and nearly one in five women are 
having them these days — is a whole grand more 
Hospital costs for about three days (the average for a normal 
delivery) including room and board, labor plus delivery room and

COMPOSITE FILLINGS 


The kind of filling the de- 
ntist uses depends on the loca- 
tion of the tooth and the area 
to be filled. The most common 
filling is the silver or amalgum 
type. These are usually used 
on the flat, biting surfaces or 
where they will not be visible. 
For fillings where the material 
must match the color of the 
tooth, such os the front teeth 
and often for gumline fillings 
of back teeth, your dentist will 
probably use a filled resin or 
composite filling. It is tooth 
colored and the most populor 
material used today for this 
use. 

Over a period of time, the 
composite may stain more 
than the natural tooth, and 
eventually filling and tooth 
may not match as well as they 
did originally. Also, they may 


wear at a faster rote because 
the material is not as hard as 
the naturol tooth enomel (the 
hardest tissue in the human 
body) and ore not recom- 
mended for use on biting sur- 
faces of back teeth. Compo- 
sites, however, have the great 
advantage of being estheti- 
cally pleasing. For most peo- 
ple that far outweighs their 
few drawbacks.

Cities need funds more 
than hospital authority 


How much food and clothing will $30,000,000.00 
buy? 

On Thursday, January 6 Mayor Charles Pick- 
ering of the City of Westland, Michigan, called 
an organizational meeting of representatives of 
various civic groups to discuss ways to help the 
unemployed and needy in Westland. 

A good share of the problem could be resolved 
if the Mayor and Council of Westland would in- 
struct their representatives on the Board of 
Directors of the Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (owners and operators of five (5) hos- 
pitals in Wayne and Washtenaw Counties — 
Annapolis, Beyer, Heritage, Outer Drive and 
Seaway) to vote to rebate to their respective 
communities their proportionate share of some 
thirty million dollars or more which the 
P.C.H.A. has accumulated in surplus monies 
over the last few years. 

While the taxpayers in the communities which 
belong to P.C.H.A. continue to be taxed every 
year by the P.C.H.A. this organization which is 
supposed to be non-profit, made $8,598,877.00 
dollars in profit in 1983 (they prefer to call it 
income over expense). They earned 
$5,752,013 00 dollars in interest on the approx- 
imately $30,000,000.00 surplus sitting in the 
banks. 

While the twenty four (24 ) communities which 
make up the P.C.H.A. are forced to lay off police 
and firemen (jeopardizing the safety of their 
community ) the officers and directors ( not all of 
them) and administrative staff of P.C.H.A. con- 
tinue to carry on business as usual. 

The chairman of the Board of Directors, Don 
Pizzimenti (an employee of Detroit Edison) 
lives in Allen Park. Michigan and the mayor of 
Wayne. Pat Norton, the Executive Director, 
John Freisinger of Belleville. Michigan and the 
Attorney, B W Smith, who lives in Dearborn, 
Michigan and other members of the Board of 
Directors who are followers of Pizzimenti, pre- 
fer to keep the $30,000,000.00 dollars or more to 
add to their empire such non-essential items as 
doctor’s offices (the doctors have their own 
offices and are opposed to forcing them to give 
up their offices and move on campus — as it’s 
now called), nursing homes, which at present 
the area has more than enough, more additions 
to the new central office administration which 
already costs approximately seven million dol- 
lars to accommodate some 84 employees with a 
budget of $5,222,000 0U for 1983. to a $750.00 chair 
for the assistant laundry manager 

Pizzimenti and his followers have battled 
other members of the Board of Directors and 
their communities in the courts causing huge 
legal fees on both sides to be paid in the reduc- 
tion and or elimination of the 4 10 mill assess- 
ment paid each year, rebate of their share of the 
S30.000.000 00 surplus and trying to stop the wild 
building spree which Pizzimenti has embarked 
on which totals some $55,000,000 dollars 

At present the City of Lincoln Park has 
obtained a restraining order from Wayne Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Michael Stacey, which pro- 
hibits the P C H A from spending any of the 
surplus money until a hearing is held in Febru- 


ary, 1983. 

The P.C.H.A. has budgeted $447,797 for legal 
fees for 1983 for their part-time attorney, B. 
Ward Smith of Dearborn. Michigan, so it should 
be no secret to the reader why Mr. Smith wants 
to keep the legal battle going. 

The real irony in this entire matter is while 
policemen and firemen are being laid off along 
with all of the unemployed in the auto and re- 
lated industries, the man who Governor Blan- 
chard appointed to head up his financial crisis 
committee is non-other than Walter McCarthy 
Jr., Chairman of the Board of Detroit Edison 
Company and Don Pizzimenti’s boss. 

On December 22, 1982, the Board of Directors 
threw a party for themselves. The annual bash 
this year was held at the Airport Hilton Inn, 
complete with open bar before and after an ele- 
gant dinner with all the trimmings, with band 
music and corsages. This little soiree this year 
set the taxpayers back $2,400. 

Under. the leadership of Pizzimenti the 
P.C.H.A. now has itself involved in a clinic spon- 
sored by Oakwood Hospital. The executive 
director of P.C.H.A. admitted to a local news- 
paper last week that the clinic is a dismal fai- 
lure. P.C.H.A. now has $1,500,000 invested as 
their 50% share of this white elephant and the 
employee. Fred Barton, who helped engineer 
this fiasco two weeks ago jumped ship and left 
P.C.H.A. and now has the position of vice presi- 
dent in charge of Planning for Oakwood Hos- 
pital. 

Every person who lives in a community whicn 
is a member of the P.C.H.A, should attend the 
very next meeting of their mayor and council 
and township boards and demand that their rep- 
resentatives on the hospital board be instructed 
to vote to rebate the money to the communities 
or be removed from the board if they fail to do 
so. 

The citizens and taxpayers of these communi- 
ties should also attend the monthly board meet- 
ing to be held on January 27, 1983 at 7:30 p.m. in 
the new $7,000,000 administration building of the 
P.C.H.A. located at the coiner of Annapolis and 
Venoy Roads in Wayne. Michigan. 

Thirty million dollars or more will go a long 
way toward alleviating some of the financial 
crisis in the communities which make up the 
P.C.H.A. 

It can help to feed and clothe the unemployed, 
keep firemen and policemen on the payroll or 
rehire those laid off, provide for or help E.M.S. 
and help meet the many other needs that each 
community faces in these trying times. 

But to do this you must first rebate the money 
and the stumbling block is Don Pizzimenti. 
Chairman of the Board of P.C.H.A., a Detroit 
Edison Company employee and his followers 
who are the seven members at large and some of 
the appointed members and Walter P McCar- 
thy Jr., Chairman of the Board of the Detroit 
Edison Company who is Pizzimenti s boss and 
the man who refuses to even meet with the 
mayors and supervisors to discuss Pizzimenti s 
role in this continuing battle

Age-old 
court 
question

If Kathie Rockwell had a hammer 
she’d build a new court in Wayne. 

Obviously Mrs. Rockwell, who is 
politically astute and knows that 
without support “nothing really gets 
done ”, will need community support 
for this ambitious venture. 

The 29th District Court, housed in 
what once was a meat lockerroom at 
36040 Michigan, has been labeled one 
of the worst-if not the worst-facilities 
in the state. 

Here comes the judge. Judge John 
Seiler, to describe what happens in 
the courtroom when court is in ses- 
sion and afterwards when justice is 
being meted out : 

“We have no witness rooms,” 
Judge Seiler said. “No prosecutor's 
room. No defense room. No police 
meeting room. No security detention 
cell and there’s no decoration or 
warmth at all. 

“In fact one visitor here described 
this place as a dump .” 

Seiler, who has served the com- 
munity and the district as judge for 
the past 22 years, has waged an on- 
going battle with the City Council to 
either find or construct a new court 
facility. He has had little success. 

The city has come up with several 
plans to solve the problems, but none 
has materialized. Judge Seiler be- 
lieves that if council really wanted 
the problem solved it would do so. 

“They (the city) have remodeled 
City Hall, built a jail, the city police 
station has been remodeled several 
times and they’ve added a recreation 
department with all the trimmings. 
They’ve also built a five-story park- 
ing structure over there on Michigan 
Ave., and you’re going to tell me that 
they sincerely made an effort to find 
a new court facility?” 

“Do you know that when the jury 
has to deliberate a case they have 
nowhere to go, so we pull down the 
shades here and everyone leaves the 
courtroom and let the jury do its 
work . And this isn t the first time I ve 
described these conditions to 
anyone. 

“I've been before council before 
and it doesn't seem worth fighting 
anymore,’’ Seiler concluded. 

But Mrs. Rockwell feels that there 
is a just cause here. 

“Everyone says it’s a shame, that 
the courtroom is in such deplorable 
condition, but no one apparently 
wants to do anything about it. That’s 
why I'm asking residents to help re- 
solve this problem," Mrs. Rockwell 
said. 

Mrs. Rockwell related that she had 
been in the courtroom recently and 
“it is embarrassing u'hen you have to 
walk by someone who is in confer- 
ence with his lawyer and they think 
that you’re being nosy. 

“Surely this city deserves better 
than that.” 

City Manager Tom Daily, who in- 
herited the problem, said he and 
council are “very aware of the 
problem” 

“The city hopes to solve this prob- 
lem within the next 18 months, and 
we re working toward the solution. 
There are some options we’re look- 
ing at at present.” 

In the meantime, Mrs. Rockwell 
will probably purchase that 
hammer.

One time I said in great pro- 
fundity that life goes in circles.

You may have seen the survey 
the Detroit News did recently on 

• “Hunger in Michigan”. The re- 
port was put together by 12 News 
staff writers stationed through- 
out Michigan, including the Up- 
per Peninsula 

The report, considering it co- 
vered the entire state, was fair, I 
suppose, but if the reader never 
go beyond, "Hard times prevail, 
but no one’s starving, News sur- 
vey finds" or beyond the first few 
paragraphs, ( I'll explain in a mi- 
nute) , he or she might think there 
really was no hunger problem. 
He or she would be dead wrong. 
But let's go on: 

In the first few paragraphs of 
the article, three outstate people 
took part in interviews in which 
they say they've looked, but they 
can’t find many hungry people. 

One of them, a minister, said 
he opened up the first soup kitch- 
en in Boyne City two months ago, 
with $1,000 in surplus funds and 
200 pounds of potatoes, but only 
25 people showed up for 
preaching and hot meals. (My 
emphasis on "preaching "). Un- 
less something drastic has hap- 
pened in Boyne City within the 
past six months or so. a soup 
kitchen is the last thing I would 
expect to see there. 

Boyne City is a stable, fairly 
wealthy community, unaffected 
in the main by fluctuations in the 
auto industry and in the economy 
in general Even the 25 people 
who showed up must have 
thought it was a little strange 
Then, a staffer of the Charle- 
voix County Department of So- 
cial Services told the News that 


that might occur if some of these 
materials were mixed. His 
answer was "We don't know". 

We now know some of the re- 
sults, unfortunately at the ex- 
pense of the citizens of Swartz 
Creek. 

We feel vindicated in our ac- 
tions, and again, thank the 
citizens for their support to pre- 
vent this toxic waste from enter- 
ing Van Buren Township.

Now the house 
could be a million-dollar-house 
and the car could be a Cadillac — 
granted . that may be slight exag- 
geration. but I'll tell you. those 
are the kinds of people we don t 
want to see ” 

She went on to say that before 
anyone comes to see her, they 

better get rid of everything 
else There's nothing wrong 
with expecting people to sell off 
everything and live off of that be- 
fore they look for public assist- 
nace. she said 

I talked to another woman in 


your editorial and I resent that 
very much.
